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LAW CENTER FOR THE DEAF FUNDED 

Gallaudet College has received a 
$96,000 grant from the U.S. Office 
of Education for the first year of 
a 30-month project to establish a 
Center for Law and the Deaf. A 
cooperative effort between Gallaudet 
and the George Washington Univer- 
sity Law School, the Center's 
activities will be coordinated by 
the Public Service Programs. 

Because of communication handi- 
caps, deaf people have found it 
difficult to obtain legal ser- 
vices and to gain access to legal 
education programs. Further, there 
are few persons in the legal pro- 
fession who are willing to serve 
as advocates for the rights and 
interests of the deaf. 

The Center will carry out a 
variety of functions to: 

*develop continuing education 
opportunities to inform deaf people 
about legal problems and the legal 
process 

*provide legal representation 
and advocacy for deaf individuals 
and their interests 

*facilitate the law school educa- 
tion of deaf students 

*and develop an informational 
clearinghouse on law related prob- 
lems and remedies in the deaf 
community. 

By utilizing George Washington 
University Law students in many 
aspects of the work of the Center, 
it is hoped that there will be 
many more people in the legal field 


who have an interest and in and under, 


standing of the deaf community.
